Directives for script are as follows 
DIR/=bin This tells Jtrip to use all members of /bin 

to include in the database 
FILE=/bin/rm This tells Jtrip to use this file 
when creating the database 
CONF=/etc/host This tells jtrip that this is a config 

file and may be checked on a different 
schedule from other directives. This is 
used to check vendor-supplied control 
files.
